PRAISE FOR WEEKS 


The 12th congressional district Re 
publican committee has Issued the 
following statement: 

The 12th district lias been repre¬ 
sented In Congress since 1004 by lion 
John W. Weeks of Newton, nnd at 
th 1 b time we wish to call your atten¬ 
tion to his record, which, we believe, 
lias honored the district nnd greatly 
increased the Influence of Massachu¬ 
setts In national legislation. In ad¬ 
dition to giving careful and painstak¬ 
ing attention to the interests of the 
12th district ns a whole nnd the re¬ 
quirements of its citizens in detail, 
he hns been active and influential In i 
Impou.nnt legislation, much of il of 
national importance. During IiIb ser-1 
vice he has obtained $1)00,000 for a 
new site and building for the Ap¬ 
praisers’ Stores in Boston, and also 
$ 1 , 800,000 for the rebuilding of the 
Boston I'ustoiii House, the latter ap¬ 
propriation being the only one made 
Uo.i a public building during the sec¬ 
ond session of the Sixtieth Congress. 

Mr. Weeks is a member of the Na¬ 
tional Monetary Commission, which 
is studying and will soon report on 
the most important public questions 
now under consideration. 

He Is also the chairman oT the 
House Committee on the postoffice 
nnd post roads, which committee 1ms 
charge of the framing of the langest 
appropriation bill which Congress hns 
to consider. His great success In 
connection with the work of this 
committee, tioi only Including the ap¬ 
propriation ‘bill, but the Postal Savings 
Bank bill, is referred to in the en¬ 
closures, but it is worth noting that 
the appropriation bill, which carried 
two hundred and forty-one millions, 
was considered by the postoffice com¬ 
mittee for many days and reported to 
the House exactly ns prepared by the 
| sub-committee, passed the House sub¬ 
stantially without change, and passed 
the Senate exactly as it passed the 
House,—the first time fop more than 
40 years that an appropriation bill 
has passed the Senate as ft passed the 
House. 

A similar result was obtnined in 
the preparation of the Postal Savings 
Bank Bill. A bill which had been dis¬ 
cussed for nearly a month in all Its 
details lmd passed the Senate, but it 
was so unsatisfactory that it was dis¬ 
carded by the House Committee on 
the postoffice. A new bill was draft¬ 
ed, and under the leadership of Mr. 
Weeks was agreed to by the Post 
office Committee, accepted in Repub¬ 
lican caucus after many hours of de¬ 


bate, nnd finally passed the House 
by a vote of nearly two to one. Again 
the Sen a ic. although il had already 
considered the matter thoroughly, ac¬ 
cepted the House bill without change, 
Mr. Weeks framed and has had 
charge of the White Moinitnin-Appn- 
lnchian Forestry Bill tinning Hie last 
two Congresses, ami hns led In Ihe 
passage of this bill by the House on 
two different occasions. 1 1 is be¬ 
lieved now that this legislation Is In 
such shape In the Senate llmt It will 
become a law on the 1.1th day of next 
February, on which date a vote Is to 
be taken. These are simply details 
In a service which, we believe, lma 
been most valuable from its Inception, 
nnd we feel that the voters In the 
J2ih district should know these facta, 
and that lhey should insure Mr 
Weeks's triumphant re-election.

touched you where the door has been 
shut against the world, and you have 
been alone with God. Behold, he has 
seen the tears of your heart in those 
fleeting moments, and you have caught 
something of the brightness and 
warmth of his love Or you have been 
visited with some stroke from the 
blue, or many hardships or defeats have 
been like iron In the soul and you 
have known a little of the greatness 
of man, and realized somewhat even 
the greatness that dwelt after, all with¬ 
in you. 

Or some vision mirrored In the 
world, but not of the world, has tra¬ 
versed your consciousness like a rift 
in clouds sweeping gftandly ‘hut swift¬ 
ly over a mountain. A little girl lisp¬ 
ing lines of the Gospel from the Sun¬ 
day school platform, a bright eyed 
boy around whose head cluster the 
promises of no-ble manhood, a chord 
of music smiting the unused heart 
strings ami vibrating even to heav¬ 
en; or some generous impulse that has 
become a deed whereby you have 
lenr a hand, and made an offering, or 
soothed a wound, or made peace in 
the midst of trouble—these have been 
your experiences, the innermost tes¬ 
timony that God has not .forgotten the 
faithful dwellers by the winding river 
that flows, though its way be long, 
at length to the sea.

Yoti 
have seen me in my struggles as I 
have seen you In yours, marked me 
peiihaps under temptations, In the 
common paths of our community life 
you have walked with me or pereuhnee 
you could not quite endure my com 
patty. At least you have sympathized 
with me in the general object of my 
life. Sometimes you have been at 
fault and sometimes I, but with all 
our faults we love each othen yet, 
and withal we have been the best of 
friends. 

Jesus passed many a day with IiIb 
disclides before he called them his 
friends. When they first came to him 
they saw’ the sunny side of his nature, 
they were charmed by his words, they 
grew thoughtful through his parables, 
and life became invested with new 
and rich -and wonderful meaning as 
tihey lived with him and beheld ills 
works of love und goodness. As time 
went on lie revealed to them another 
side of his nature. He presented the 
demands of the Gospel. He pressed 
ujkjh his disciples a certain simplicity 
that ut times meunt a cutting off of 
worldly tilings and pleasures, and at 
other times the strict subordination 
of them.

It and felt it as it towered in sacred 
whiteness on high. It has pierced the 
clouds and we have beheld the 
heavens open and as it were the an¬ 
gels of God, ascending and descend¬ 
ing upon the Son of Man. Then has 
ail the blackness of trouble become 
transfigured under the heavenly light, 
and all things become new under the 
power of Jesus Christ. Prayer does 
this, because in prayer we see with 
God’s eyes. Into the midst of op¬ 
pression comes meekness, over 
against hardship stands patient en¬ 
durance, ifrom temptation arises vic¬ 
tory, the sharp thorn of sorrow is cov¬ 
ered with heaveny grace, eathly loss 
becomes spiritual gain, there is beau¬ 
ty for ashes, the oil of joy for mourn 
ing and heaviness, and the great moun.

How many may 
be broken we do not know, but we, 
do know the end sof life are the ends 
of God—the ends worth while, the 
ends of character, the ends of noble 
men and women in whom is being 
revealed day by day patience, obedi¬ 
ence. jusilce, faith, love, friendship, 
the I'rutls of the Spirit. 

Some tines the world in which I 
live spells chaos to me. Nothing 
ha:»l)y is as I would have It. Around 
me is a vast disorder, the conditions 
of human life hurt me and wound my 
soul. And then I reflect that in every 
community and every life there is a 
far off divine event. Rome was not 
■built in a day, and before It became 
marble it was wrought in mud. And 
even its St. Peter’s was an ungainly 
pile, heaving with crane and derrick 
-befojie it became under the touch of 
a Michael Angelo the world’s temple 
of worship. 

Midst the chaos of this "Tin Horn’’ 
community the North Uhureh has 
•been planted. No Michael Angelo has 
sculptured her walls, nor palmed her 
arches. Humble and plain prophets 
of the Lord have testified here and 
the hand of the -Master has wmught 
an Invisible carving in your human 
tabernacle, for we are his workman -1 
ship, the building not made with 
hands eternal in the heavens, and the 
voice of the Master today after so 
long a time speaks to all hearts who 
will listen, "Ye are my Blends." "1 
have wthheUl not myself nor my life 
from you." 

If we are friends of the Master who 
loves us all, then are we friends one 
of another. The valedictory of St 
John to his people was "Little chil¬ 
dren, love one unother." "Jeove Is of 
God.” What a power, how gloriotu* 
and mighty, would you all become if 
with all your 1 teams you responded 
to the Master’s words, "Ye are my 
frleuds.” If we are friends of Christ 
we must be friends of one another. 
In him there is unity of mind. Spirit, 
purjtose, life, work. 

What Is the characteristic candidly 
of human groups similar to our own? 
Why. it seems to me that it Is two¬ 
fold. In one way there is a certain 
pettiness in this community, and in 
another there is great generosity and 
tenderness. Sometimes if you think 
you have been overlooked, or anyone 
has Implied that you are not the equal 
of tlie best, or you have been ettkssed 
In some purpose, albeit an honest pur- 
jk)bc, or someone has decidedly trod¬ 
den oil jour corns, you are- well, not 
ready to forget It. Though you have 
motto hung in your own home, 


enough. It pains you that you can 
do so little, and that the will must 
so often be taken for the deed. When 
yout, minds are upon the larger 
things of life. th e more important in¬ 
terests of the community, the deeper 
things of our humanity, or the more 
sacred matters of religion, you treat 
each other on the level, you reveal 
1 he great friendly' side of your nature, 
and if there Is any worthy common 
cause, you will work for It, and as 
you work together you become the 
faster friends 

In going out from you, I tan say 
that if you love me as a servant of 
the Master, you will be friends one 
of another. You wi| ove the church 
and labor for its tipbuilding: you will 
be willing to sink self and he noth¬ 
ing. that the cause of C'hrist may 
grow here and leave no life untouched. 
Your i>ortion Is better than the heri¬ 
tage of wealth, your influence may 
prove wider than that of earthly po¬ 
tentates. Your faith may save the 
lost, your love may Introduce Christ 
to a friend, and make everlasting Joy- 
in heaven. 

And lastly when Jesu ssaid to his 
disciples, "1 have called you friends." 
he was announcing the foundation of 
his church. Where he was and they 
were gathered unto him as friends, 
theie was the church. To ne friends 
of Christ, and friends one of another 
is the same thing. So close is the 
relatidn that St. Paul says. “Ye are 
no more strangers and foreigners, but 
fellow-citizens wth the suinrs and of 
the household of God." 

If we are of the same household 
and family, it seems as if we could 
stand anything from one another. We 
becomes stones in the temple, un¬ 
moved by storms and raging winds 
without, 0:1 by the shaking and trem¬ 
bling that may occur within. May 
the walls of Zion be built up in the 
midst of this people, and may the 
divine friendship comfort your hearts, 
enlighten your eyes, strengthen your 
courage and bring to pass all your 
desires In the Lord, our friend and 
keepen who hath loved us and given 
himself for us.

OBITUARY 


The conundrum, “Why Change?" 
which you have given to your read¬ 
ers In connection with other questions, 
Beoms ito me to he very well adapted 
to the question of a (proposed change 
in the Newton School Committee, 
which will be voted upon at the state 
election when the voters of Newton 
will be asked to decide whether they 
will reduce the number of the board 
from 14 members to 7 

The School Board has been singu¬ 
larly free from anything in the nature 
of politics; there has been no graft, 
no dissatisfaction. We rarely see a 
contest over the choice of a member 
at the city election. 

It Is claimed that business men are 
coming to see that small committees 
work better than large ones. Very 
true ao far as strictly bulsness affairs 
are concerned, but is the School Board 
a etrlolly business board? I think not. 
If entirely a business board, why not 
have three members and no more? 
The answer which will be made to 
this ts that the board must be repre¬ 
sentative and each ward must be rep¬ 
resented. Very true, and two men 
from each ward are to a. larger de¬ 
gree represent alive than one man 
from each ward. 

The financial end of the committee’s 
work Is done by the finance committee 
of the board, and on this committee 
Is the Mayor of the city. What this 
committee decides is bound to go. 
The business of the board so far ns 
the financial end or it goes will be 
run by this committee or three 
whether the board consists of seven 
or 14 members. 

There are, however, many things to 
be attended to outside the finances. 
The superintendent quite frequently; 
says to the teachers, “Do what you 
can to Interest the parents in the 
schools. Get them to visit the schools 
and In other (ways to help along the 
good work the teacher Is doing.” At 
present we have a School Committee 
of 15 members. It is a rule that one 
member from each ward shall be 
chairman of his ward committee, 
whose duty shall be to visit the 
schools and to have a general over¬ 
sight of their conduct. To the ward 
committee Bhall be referred all griev¬ 
ances of parents who appeal from the 
decision of the superintendent. Those 
interested in the financial end have 
little or nothing to do with this work. 

A brief abatement of the stluotion 
is this:—We have had 14 men who 
are willing to give their services for 
the benefit of the schools, to visit 
them, to hold up the h&nde of the 
superintendent and teachers, to do 
just what the superintendent and 
teachers are begging the parents to 
do, to lend their aid and give their 
time to the cause of education, and 
we are now asked to tell seven of 
these men that their services are not 
wanted. Newton will lose the service 
of seven Interested men, and what 
will it gain? Absolutely nothing The 
greater always includes the less and 
the finances of the board will be run 
by the three men whether we have 
seven or fourteen. 

There has been no com-plaint that 
the School Board is Inefficient. It is 
not a matter of expense for the mem¬ 
bers are not paid. The change will 
do away with women on the board for 
in a strictly business committee the 
citizens will hardly select a woman 
as their one and only representative.

Goddard family in memory of Mrs, 
Elizabeth Goddard Hoald, woa un¬ 
veiled at the First Church, Newton 
Centre, at Ihe regular service Sunday 
morning Rev. Edward iM.

Prof. Goorge Edwards Jackson, 
who died Inst week Sunday at his 
home in 8t. Ixnila efter a life of dis¬ 
tinction In classical fields, Including 
t.he professorship of I At in at Wash¬ 
ington University of that city for 36 
years, was a native of Newton He 
lacked only a month of being 83 years 
old, and for the last eight years had 
been professir emeritus at Washing¬ 
ton. He died from old age. 

Dr. Jackson was born Nov. 5, 1827, 
of a family which had been prominent 
in Colonial and Revolutionary history 
His early education was private, and 
later, at PhllipR Academy, Andover, 

' Mass. 

He graduated Tram Yale with the 
class of 1852, which developed so 
many famous men In later years, in¬ 
cluding soldierB, statesmen, writers 
and educators. 

He began his educational career 
soon after leaving college, and taught 
at Alexandria, Va.; Le Grange, Term.; 
and New Haven. Conn. 

His love for travel caused him to 
.make extensive Journeys through Eu¬ 
rope, Egypt and Palestine, and he 
visited "particularly places made 
famous by the classics. 

In 1866 Dr. Jackson became profes¬ 
sor of I .At in at Washington Unlverstiy. 
and held this important yoet wtihout 
interruption until his retirement from 
active employment in 1902. when the 
university bestowed upon him the de¬ 
gree of Doctor of Laws and the title 
of Professor Emeritus. Many of the 
leading citizens of St. Louis are for¬ 
mer pupils of Professor Jackson. 

-He was a member of the following 
societies: American Philological As¬ 
sociation, Archaeological Institute of 
America, Sons of the Revolution and 
Society of Colonial Wars. He also 
was a director of the American School 
at Rome. 

His mind remained clear to the end. 
He is survived by a brother, Samuel 
M. Jackson of Newton. Mass.; a son. 

1 Edward F. Jackson: three grandsons, 
Edward P.. George M. and Hubert K„ 
and a granddaughter, Margaret. The 
doctor's wife died about 25 3 'ears ago. 

Funeral services were held in St. 
Louis on Tuesday afternoon at the 
home of his son and another service 
was held at the Newton Cemetery 
chapel last week Thursday afternoon. 
There was a large attendance of 
friends and Rev. Edward M. Noyes 
of the First Church officiated.

WASHINGTON STREET TUNNEL 

The crooked spine of the elevated system was STRAIGHTENED 
by the completion of tin* WASHINGTON STREET TUNNEL. 

Then the Tremont Street Subway was restored to its orginally in¬ 
tended use—surface curs. 

By the tunnel, the running time from Dudley Street to Sullivan 
Square, cut from 45 MINUTES TO 21, was .still further cut 
from 21 to 18 1-2 MINUTES. 

A commodious straight course under the business centre of the 
city was provided nm|pr the busiest street of the busiest section of 
New England. 

Because of its peculiar position, it is in effect a great elongated 
terminal. ’ 

It is midway between the populous surburbs of the south and the 
rapidly growing suburbs of the north. 

Now it became possible to use six, seven or even eight-car trains,

CREASED by 70 IMCR CHN'I\ 

Connection with the Tremont Street Subway was established at 
HAYMARKET SQUARE. In this another great step in the arti¬ 
culation of the system was effected. 

But these advantages were obtained only at an enormous cost.

WEEKS RENOMINATED 

CONGRESSIONAL CONVENTION IS UNANIMOUS 


Congressman John W. Weeks of 
West iNewilon whs renominated an the 
Republican candidate for Congress for 
(he 12th district at the convention 
held in Wesleyan Mali, Boston, last 
Saturday noon. The convention w«r 
mnrked wtih enthusiasm, witisfaction 
and unanimity. Captain Weeks wns 
named by acclamation and received 
with hearty applause when he accept¬ 
ed the nomination 

Hon. Sewnrd W. Jonea of ‘Newton 
Highlands called the convention to 
order and Evan F. Richardson of MU* 
Us was chosen chairman and Mr. Ed¬ 
ward W. Raker of Brookline secretary. 
Alderman F. R. Moore or Newton 
served on the committee on creden¬ 
tials which reported 109 delegates out 
or 136 

Hon. George Hutchinson of West 
Newton, who haB nominated (Mr. 
Weeks for every elective political of¬ 
fice he has ever held, again placed 
him in nomination. 

Mr. Hutchinson said: 

I ask you to place in unanimous 
nomination as the member from the 
12th Massachusetts district in the 
62nd Congress, the Hon. John W. 
Weeks of Newton. Six years ago and 
twice since have our chosen delegates 
met in this room, taken similar ac¬ 
tion, returned to their homes and on 
each occasion have been 'better satis¬ 
fied wtih the performance of their 
duty. The anticipations of each pre¬ 
vious convention were at the time, 
and by later developments, fully Justi¬ 
fied; nothing was promised or ex¬ 
pected that was not realized, and to¬ 
day, I believe without a dissenting 
vote or thought, we will name our 
candidate conscious of his Increased, 
and increasing, strength. Influence and 
capactiy for service 

The congressional record of John 
W. Weeks is remarkable. Recogni¬ 
tion by associates, of his ability, 
frankness, fairness and lovable traits 
of character has been evidenced by 
universal and enthusiastic acknowldg- 
ment of his important victories of¬ 
ficial and personal. The present sig¬ 
nificance of our candidate’s renomina¬ 
tion is apparent in the district; there 
is no doubt of our Individual appre¬ 
ciation and loyalty. In convention, on 
the street and in our homes we meet 
and amnog ourselves we ibestow upon 
him and his work the full measure 
of praise. This we delight to do. It 
is the natural, honest and pleasant 
expression of our gratitude. 

And now I am confident that only 
the suggest Ion will be necessary in 
order that we speak wtih greater em¬ 
phasis; that our expressions of com¬ 
mendation may -be such that our can¬ 
didate and his associates, our Com¬ 
monwealth and the Nation, may have 
more 'positive knowledge of the dis¬ 
trict’s approval of its representative 
This we should demonstrate by s 
vote so large as to 'be unprecedented; 
by a vote expressing to our candidate 
the deep sense of our obligation; and 
expressing to the country a constitu¬ 
ency’s loyal and appreciative support 
of a patriotic and efficient service. 

Although not necessarily the func¬ 
tion of a congressional convention we 
may well consider and endorse the 
administrative acts of our honored 
President, William H. Taft, he who 
has stood bravely to his task, some¬ 
times misunderstood, but more fre¬ 
quently maliciously mts-quoted and 
mis judged ,yct performing with high 
mindedness, patience and courtesy the 
exacting duties of his exalted office. 

The national administration, en¬ 
titled to our allegiance, and the Re 
publican party, through which we 
are convinced it is possible as a whole 
to obtain the best results, now’ call 
to us collectively for intelligent ef¬ 
fort and support. More than this, the 
requirements are for individual sacri 
fice and untiring endeavor in the in¬ 
terests of good government, such 
being possible only when we make 
ability, fidelity and genuine honesty 
of purpose the requisite of official 
position. 


While the committee was notifying 
the candidate, the convention elected 
a district committee on which Hon 
Seward W. Jones, Hon. Charles E.

In presenting Congressman Weeks 
to the convention, Chairman Richard¬ 
son referred to him as "the next 
Speaker of Congress.” Congressman 
Weeks caused a laugh at the very 
start of his speech of acceptance by 
saying: 

"1 never chase delusions and there¬ 
fore forget that speakership allusion.” 
He continued by saying: 

I appreciate your nomination much 
more than if there had been a contest 
because It leaves me in a much better 
position to serve you and the Com¬ 
monwealth. Mr Weeks then gave 
6omo incidents of congressional ILfe, 
mentioning the large correspondence, 
in which lie had 800 letters in one 
mail, the work for the old soldiers und 
the luxrper distribution of govern¬ 
mental matter, lie said that ns the 
district had never insisted upon his 
spending his entire time upon such 
unimportant matters . he had been 
free to enter upon broader and more 
important work. He Bpoke of the Im¬ 
portant work being done by the Mon¬ 
etary Commission and the utmost im¬ 
portune© to 'the country Hurt this re- 
imrt when presented should be con¬ 
sidered by a Republican Congress. 
His work o ntbo Potsoffice Committee 
Ills work on the Poatofflee Committee 
was also described, including postal 
savings banks, second class mail, $iar- 
cels post In which he favored a reduc¬ 
tion In rate from )G to 12 cents a 
pound. 

In dosing he said: 

"One of the recent developments In 
I politics 1 b the custom of qualifying 
j one’s Republicanism with such adjor- 
j (Ives an reactionary, standpatters, pro¬ 
gressive and insurgent, and men are 
judged not by their works, or their 
belief in the fundamental principles 


of the Republican party, but rnlhor 
by the applicability of one of these 
adjectives to the particular course 
which they have taken in any matter 
in which the individual making the 
statement Is Interested. 

"1 think 1 ought to define my posi¬ 
tion regarding these terns. A reac¬ 
tionary In politics must necessarily 
•be one who would be In favor of re¬ 
tracing pome step already taken; in 
other words, he would be in favor of 
repealing some legislation which had 
■been enacted. It cannot be possible 
that all legislation enacted 1 b wise, or 
wisely framed, and It may be neces¬ 
sary to repeal such an act. There¬ 
fore, all men should be reactionary 
a reactionary on all subjects would 
If the conditions require It, hut to be 
simply be an indication of political 
moss-back ism, and such a man de¬ 
serves to be condemned without limi¬ 
tation. 

"A standpatter must necessarily be 
a man who is not in favor of making 
any change. There must be many 
laws which are meeting all the re¬ 
quirements of the people, and, there¬ 
fore, no change should be made. 
Hence, If a man is a standpatter under 
such conditions he is acting wisely, 
but if he is a standpatter in a case 
where a change should be made, Buch 
a course justifies his being criticised. 

"A progressive is supposed to be 
one w’ho is in favor of making changes 
In legislation to meet the prevailing 
conditions o rdemands of the people. 
A progressive who is In favor of mak¬ 
ing wise change should receive the 
support of everyone, but, on the other 
hand, if a change should not be made, 
a progressive, under such circum¬ 
stances, might be a very harmful per¬ 
son. 

"An insurgent Is a nian w’ho wishes 
changes made, and not being able to 
accomplish his purpose through his 
own party organization, takes such 
other means as are at hand to carry 
them out. If his action is taken in 
cases where a great public necessity 
prevails, he may be Justified in in- 
surging against his party organization, 
or against those who are preventing 
carrying out his purposes, but to be 
an insurgent in other cases is simply 
breaking down organization, which 
most people admit Is necessary, and 
is, therefore, prejudicial to good legis¬ 
lation and good government

“In other w’orda, there are undoubt 
edly cases where every man Bhould 
■be, ai different times, a reactionary, 
a standpatter, a progressive and pos¬ 
sibly an insurgent, and I assume that 
every wise man would respond to 
the requirements of each particular 
case. 

“I am not afraid of being called a 
reactionary if I think a Btep has been 
taken which needs retracing. I shall 
always be a standpatter when 1 be¬ 
lieve that the laws which prevail meet 
all the reasonable necessities of the 
people. 1 shall be a progressive when¬ 
ever I believe a change should be 
made to bring the prevailing laws 
down to present day necessities, and 
I shall even be an Insurgent if 1 be¬ 
lieve it necessary, in order to bring 
about legislation greutly desired and 
needed by th e people whom I repre¬ 
sent. This has been my course in 
the past, but it is al6o a part of my 
faith that changes should only be 
made after a careful Investigation and 
absolute certainty that they are need¬ 
ed and will prove beneficial. On the 
other hand, I have been instrumental 
In framing, and assisting in the pas¬ 
sage of, much so-called progressive 
legislation, and I did not hesitate to 
insurge against the organization on 
both sides of the House in the case 
of the White ‘Mountains forestry bill 
when that seemed to be the only way 
to obtain its passage through the 
House. 

“I make this statement somewhat in 
detail (because I wish it understood 
that 1 am first, last and all the time 
a Republican; that 1 believe in the 
protection jtolley; In the conservation 
of natural resources; In sound money; 
In international improvements: and in 
all of the groat poiIdes for which the 
Hvpiiblican party ims stood during the 
last fifty years. They have all been 
progressive—sufficiently so to meet 
<he needs of the hour- and believing 
in these things 1 deny that any man 
has u right to apply to me, as indi¬ 
cating the certainty of my course in 
legislative matters, any of the adjec¬ 
tive* to which I have referred. Any 
legislator who wus at all times a re¬ 
actionary, or standpatter, or progros- 
hIvc or insurgent would ho a politicul 
Idiot, ami entirely unfit to represent 
any people, much less those of the 
12th Massachusetts congressional dis 
triot."

There can be no criticism of the 
movement to consider the city of New¬ 
ton as one telephone exchange in 
settling its status In the new schedule 
of rates to be placed in operation by 
the Telephone Company In the near 
future. With Cambridge, a city of 
about 100,000 population, Somerville, 
with about 80,000 population, and Mal¬ 
den and Chelsea, with about the some 
population as Newton (40,000) all 
having but one telephone exchange, 

It is no more than fair that Newton 
Bhould not be discriminated against 
by treating it as three exchangee. 

The action of the Telephone Com¬ 
pany in extending for six months the 
optional period regarding the opera¬ 
tion of the new schedule of rates, is 
no more than expected from that sen¬ 
sible public service corporation. The 
Telephone Company was one of the 
first to realize that it needs the co¬ 
operation and cordial good will of the 
people in order to succeed and has 
never manifested any other disposi¬ 
tion. 

The renomination of Congressman 
John W Weeks for a fourth term by 
the Republicans of the 12th district, 
while expected, was accomplished 
with so much enthusiasm and unanim¬ 
ity, as to Indicate that the Congress¬ 
man has fully satisfied his con¬ 
stituents.

EVENING SCHOOLS. 


The evening schools in thia city will 
open for the season next Monday 
evening at 7:30 o'clock. Elementary 
schools will be held at the Emerson 
School. Upper Falls, and at the Mason 
School, Newton Centre. The courses 
at the Technical High School will be 
of especially practical value this sea¬ 
son. and will be directed by experts. 
The State Board of Education has de¬ 
cided to recognize this school as a 
trade school and will give it state 
supervision and probably pay one-half 
the expense. The courses in this de¬ 
partment will include free hand, me¬ 
chanica] drawing, machine designing 
and architectural courses planned for 
men engaged in the building trades 
such as plumbers, carpenters and the 
like.

There will also be the usual 
courses In bookkeeping, stenography 
and typewriting. About 150 attended 
the evening classes in the Technical 
High School last season and Superin¬ 
tendent Spaulding anticipates a larger, 
number this year.

The nnmwl meeting of the society i 
was held In Society Hall on ‘Wednes¬ 
day evening, Oct. f>, with a good at¬ 
tendance. 

The president, 13. H. Squire, gave 
a brief review of the work of the so¬ 
ciety for the past year. The mem¬ 
bership Is now lf>9, a gain of 45 over 
the previous year. The society has 
published an illustrated booklet of 
Auburndale, more than half of the 
edition of 5000 having been sold. The 
stage In Norum bega Hall has been 
equipped with n fireproof curtain nt 
a cost of nearly $70, to comply with 
state regulations. Th e entertainment 
committee reports a net profit of 
$102.46 to apply to other uses of the 
society. 

Under the auspices of the society 
the Aiiburndale Co-operativo Bank 
was organized. After lese than eight 
months from the granting of the char¬ 
ter the treasurer, Charles E. Valen¬ 
tine. reports assetH of $10,704.08. There 
are 223 shareholders carrying 1432 
shares. There is a good demand for 
loans. 

With the co-operation of the school 
committee nnd Principal It. J. Sisk, 
the old schoolhouse on Ash street was 
fitted up ns a gymnasium and during 
the winter was used for basket ball. 
The society furnished the equipment 
and contributed to the heating and 
janitor service. 

The society has co-operated with 
other societies in iNewton tn efforts 
to secure an abatement of the smoke 
nuisance nnd the electrification of the 
Boston «& Albany railroad. A commit¬ 
tee has been active in the matter of 
a public playground nnd a report was 
presented by Alderman Franklin T. 
'Miller for the committee of which 
the following is an abstract: 

REPORT OF OOMMITTEE ON PLAY¬ 
GROUND. 

The committee visited the different 
playgrounds throughout the city of 
Newton, including Newton Centre. Up¬ 
per Falls, the Common, West Newton, 
the Non an turn Playground and the 
various sites suggested in Auburndale. 
None seemed suitable excepting Au- 
bumdale Park, for the reason that the 
other proposed sites were either too 
valuable, of insufficient area or in 
Improper shape for playground pur¬ 
poses, or too distant, or did not lend 
themselves to possibilities for future 
development. The Auburndale Park 
grounds offer opportunities for ball 
field, tennis courts, etc.,, each in its 
separate clearing at the same time 
preserving the rustic effects of the 
park. The advice of the athletic 
director of the Newton Centre Play¬ 
ground was secured and it was de¬ 
cided that the first necessity seemed 
to be to make as direct an entrance 
as possible from the Burr School, and

There be was 
to stay until hunger had reudel’ed him 
manageable, the incident showing that 
the tiger can be trapped, although uoi 
often.—London Globe. 

An Idol With Diamond Eyes. 

It is u curious fuel and one scarcely 
known outside of Russia, und there 
hardly ever mentioned, thnt the fa¬ 
mous Orloff diamond was once the 
right eye of the great idol Serrlngham 
In the temple of Brahma. This pre¬ 
cious gem was stolen at about the be¬ 
ginning of the eighteenth ceutury by a 
French soldier who had made a pre¬ 
tense of being converted to the Hindoo 
religion ill order to gain the confidence 
of the priests und admission to the 
temple. The Frenchman first sold the 
diamond for £2,000. On the next turu 
It was bought by a banker of Con¬ 
stantinople for £12.000. The banker 
kept It until 1774 and then sold it to 
the Russian empress for £00.000 and 
a life pension. The gem has been in 
the Russian royal family ever since. 
As it is now set lu the Imperial scepter 
I of Russia it presents a flattened, rose 
cut surface and weighs exactly lD4'/& 
carats. 

Ancient Iceland. 

Iceland was founded A. D. 874 by 
men from Norway. In the words of 
John Flske, "it was such a wholesale 
colonization of picked meu us hud not 
been seen since ancient Greek times 
and was not to be seen again until 
Wlnthrop sailed Into Massachusetts 
bay. It was not long before the pop¬ 
ulation of Iceland was 50.000. Their 
sheep and cattle flourished, hay crops 
were heavy, u lively trade—with fish, 
oil, butter and skins In exchange for 
mcol and malt—was kept up with Nor¬ 
way, Denmark and the British isles. 
Politlonl freedom was unimpaired, jus¬ 
tice was fairly well administered, na¬ 
val superiority kept all foes nt a dis¬ 
tance. and under such conditions the 
growth of the new community In 
wealth and culture wns surprisingly 
rapid.*'

NAUTICAL TRAINING SCHOOL. 

Dnrlnjr the spring vacation the 
training ahip Ranger was equipped 
with a wireless telegraph set, a sub¬ 
marine signalling apparatus, a Hyde 
steam windlass, a larger electric gen¬ 
erator and a new chart house; in ad¬ 
dition leaser repairs and alterations 
made the ship in all respects ready 
for sea. The Ranger is now one of 
the best, if not the best equipped ship 
of its kind afloat. It is expected that 
before the cruise of 1911 the Navy 
Department will furnish the sdhool 
with a motor barge of the latest type. 

A departure -was made this year 
from the regular European cruise, 
and two months were spent In home 
waters, From June 2 to Aug. 17, 
when the ship arrived at Gloucester, 
the time was occupied either at Ben 
or in foreign ports; from Aug. 17 un¬ 
til the middle of October the Ranger 
cruised in home waters. This itin¬ 
erary, including visits to home and 
foreign ports, made it possible to 
spend more time in boat and sail 
drills, marine surveying, etc., than 
heretofore, besides giving the cadets 
an opportunity to obtain a more ser¬ 
viceable knowledge of our own coast. 

The summer term commenced on 
, -May 17 with an enrollment of 100 
cadets; there were additional applh 
cations In excess of the capacity of 
the school. The usual short cruise 
was made in .Massachusetts Bay, and 
the ship sailed from Boston on June 
2. The following ports were visited: 
Lisbon, Marseilles, Gibraltar, Fun¬ 
chal, Ponta Delgada. Halifax, Glouces¬ 
ter, Provincetown, Mnttapoisett, Bris¬ 
tol, R. 1.: Newport News, Va.; Solo¬ 
mon's Island, Md.. and Alexandria. 
Va. The cadets had an opportunity to 
visit one of the largest ship building 
plants in the country during the stay 
at Newport News. Washington and 
Mount Vernon were visited while 
the ship was at Alexandria. 

Captain James S. Howes, a gradu¬ 
ate or the school in the class of 1900, 
has been placed in command of the 
steamship Berkshire. Captain George 
E. Eaton, Wakefield, class of 1895, has 
been transferred from the lighthouse 
tender Azalea to the new steamer 
Hibiscus, one of the largest and fin¬ 
est vessels In the lighthouse estab¬ 
lishment. 

In a letter from the Commander- 
in-Chief of the Asiatic fleet addressed 


to Rear Admiral L. O, llellner, l T 
X., Supervisor of Naval Aux¬ 
iliaries Osborn K. McKay, Prov- 
! iucetown, clnss of 1892, chief officer 
|of 1 lie naval auxiliary Nnnshan, re¬ 
ceived the commendation of Rear 
Admiral John Hubbard, N. S. N., for 
excellent work in rescuing five men 
from n capsized boat; and the recom¬ 
mendation was mode that he'be given 
Uie next high vacancy that occurs in 
the auxiliary service.

field and of F. J. E. Lacroix for a sixth 
iclass liquor license.

locations. 

Leave to withdraw was granted on 
petition of the American Fireworks 
Company for license to manufacture 
fireworks off Melrose street, but that 
'action was subsequently reconsidered 
and the matter tabled. 

Reports on the perambulation of the 
boundary lines of Brookline and Wat¬ 
ertown were received and filed. 

Orders were adopted taking land 
and authorizing sewer construction in 
Francis street and thru land to West- 
bourne road, and making grant or 
$25,872 for city expenses to Nov. 15. 

Alderman Burr stated that he had 
tbeen informed that the 1911 budget 
would be ready .before the next meet¬ 
ing of the board and the Finance Com- 
'mittee was given permission to in¬ 
formally consider it. 

The board adjourned at 8:50.

The Assembly of the Boston Cham 
her of Commerce, at a recent meet¬ 
ing, had a spirited discussion on the 
question of the importance to Boston 
of her being given the prestige and 
strength to which the population of 
the “real Boston” and ihe volume of 
business and manufacturing done in 
the “real Boston” entitle her. 

| There was a certain electricity in 
the very air of the hall which showed 
that everyone present very evidently 
felt that a right solution of the prob¬ 
lem was of the utmost importance to 
the commercial and industrial future 
of the city. It seemed Hint every one 
of the 200 men present had something 
to say. some suggestions to make, 
some enthusiasm to lend. The as¬ 
sembly, however, always adjourns 
■promptly at 2 o’clock regardless of 
the state of the discussion iu order 
that the members may get back to 
their offices. Because of this abbrev¬ 
iation of time there was little oppor¬ 
tunity at that meeting to discuss just 
how the thing might bo accomplished, 
so ii was agreed that the next meet¬ 
ing, Wednesday, Oct. 19, should also 
be devoted to the same discussion. 

Just how important the question of 
the "real Boston” la in ihe minds of 
residents of Newton and the other 
aurroundlug towns was shown by the 
fact that at the last meeting all but 
one of the speakers lived in the 
suburbs. Of course it was to he ex¬ 
pected ihat annexation would bo sug¬ 
gested as it usually is when this mat¬ 
ter conies up. H seems to be general¬ 
ly agreed, however, that annexation 
is not only unnecessary hut unde¬ 
sirable. While it is believed (hat 
there are certain matters which all 
the cities and towns might advan¬ 
tageously handle collectively, there 
is also a strong feeling that it would 
not be wise to take away from the 
various cities’ and towns the control 
and management of local affairs. Iu 
fact, the efforts of the Chamber ol 
Commerce are entirely directed to¬ 
wards the betterment of Boston’s 
commercial advantages regardless of 
political boundaries.

DEATH OF A FORMER NEWTON 
MAN AND WELL KNOWN 
TEACHER, LINWOOD O. 

TOWNE. 

On Friday .afternoon or last week, 
In the ehapel at ,Mt. Auburn, the Rev. 
George 9. Rutters, D. IX. of Newton 
conducted an appropriate nnd beau¬ 
tiful funeral service, which was at¬ 
tended liy many life-long friendB of 
31 r. Un-wood O. Towne. who died 
Biiddenly while at his post of teacher 
in the Haverhill High School, on 
Wednesday, the 19th inst. 

Mr. Towne was a Newton boy and 
one of her many successful scholars 
of which the city has reason to bo 
proud. Graduating from the Newton 
public schools, he entered the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, 
where he had an honorable career 
and graduated In the class of 1879. 
He was ono of Tech’s most loyal sons 
and for many years had been con¬ 
sidered one of the best fitting teach¬ 
ers for the Institute In the country. 
His devotion to his pupils was un¬ 
swerving, and their success was more 
to him than any personal interest. To 
the young men who came under his 
care he was far more than a school 
master; his interest in them and 
their affairs was more that of a ten¬ 
der and wise elder brother. 

After his graduation from Tech Mr. 
Towne taught for a time in the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania and then went 
to Colorado, where he was known as 
a mining expert. In 1891 he becanie ; 
a member of the teaching staff of the 
Haverhill High School. Although for 
many years be had not made his 
honi e in Newton, Mr. Towne always 
kept in touch with the friends of his 
boyhood days, fidelity to old friends 
being one of the traits that endeared 
him to a host of lovers, who feel Wb 
death as a personal loss. 

On Friday during the hour of the 
funeral service held for Mr. Towne 1 
In Haverhill, the schools and public 
buildings of the city were closed and j 
universal sorrow and respect marked 
the attendance at the North Congre¬ 
gational -Church, the bell of which j 
tolled during th e removal of the body 
from the church to the station. Eight 
young men from the school acted as 
bearers, while masses of exquisite 
flowers bore witness to the loving re¬ 
membrance in which the departed

teacher was held by pupils nnd 
friends. Upon their arrival at Mt. 
Auburn those flowers were all placed 
about the grave to await the coming 
to its resting place of the form that 
had been dear to bo many. The flow¬ 
ers from Newton friendB and rela¬ 
tives were grouped about the casket 
tn the chapel. These, too. were in 
profusion and most beautiful. Nearly 
all the floral tributes wore simple 
sprays of cut flowers, though there 
were two choice set pieces, one from 
the brother and sisters, and the othei 
from the Haverhill High class of 1911. 
At the grave the commitment service 
was read by Rev. Dr. Butters, whose 
presence as officiating clergyman was 
In fulfilment of a request of Mr. 
Towne. 

Mr. Towne is survived by a brother, 
Mr. William H. Towne, of Newton* 
ville, and two sisters, Mrs. Marlon 
F. ljawrenoe of Brockton, and Mrs. 
Angle B. T. Moore of Hartford. Conn. 
The old Towne homestend on Cali¬ 
fornia street, Newtonvllle. was a 
generation ago one of the most hos¬ 
pitable homes in Newton and the 
family was prominent in all the 
church and social activities of the 
day. 

The following Is from a long and 
Interesting tribute which appeared in 
the Haverhill Evening Gazette of Oot. 
19, the date of Mr. Towne's death: 

“On returning to the school this fall 
Mr. Towne seemed to be much Im¬ 
proved and on the road to recovery. 
He plunged Into his work with the 
same vim that ever characterized 
him and was as interested as ever In 
the labors before him. 

“Three days ago he complained of 
not feeling well and steadily grew 
weaker. He was poorly when he as¬ 
sumed his duties shortly after 8 
o'clock this morning and at 9 o’clock 
was so ill that he thought he would 
go to his room to lie lown until re¬ 
cess nnd Principal Flies advised him 
to do that. He returned about 11 
o’clock, just before recess, and was 
climbing the stairs to his recitation 
room when he collapsed and he never 
arose. 

“Mr Towne came to the Haverhill 
High School In 1891 and had been 
one of the best instructors the school 
ever had. He was -the kind of man 
-who made friends with faculty and 
pupils alike and earned the respect 
of them all. Citizens of the city who 
came to know him revered him for 
his traits and qualities, and the re 
gret which iff felt at his untimely de¬ 
mise is general. 

"Of all the instructors in the school, 
'Mr. Towne was perhaps one of the 
best liked. He was the kind of man 
who would counsel with a pupil and 
show him through kindness his errors 
and how he might mend them. Teach¬ 


ers and pupils were in tears when 
they learned of ihe death of their 
friend this afternoon, and through the 
city there is general mourning. 

'Heartily Interested in the affairs 
of the city nnd its progrosslvenesa, he 
has ever had an eye to its advance¬ 
ment. I^ast evening he attended the 
Booker T. Washington lecture in com¬ 
pany with some friends nnd none was 
a closer listener than he. 

“Living he had the respect of all; 
dead lie has their love and regret. In 
his departure a good man has gone, 
the school loses a competent official, 
the pupils a Ann friend and the city 
an able instructor.”

WHY MAKE A CHANGE? 


The Business Principle Applied to 
Public 8ervice. 


(From the Springfield Union.) 

To the Editor of The Union. 

Sir: The man who is willing to ad¬ 
mit that he does not know Is the 
one most likely fo learn the points 
wherein he Is Ignorant. I, therefore, 
would like to ask why It la wise io 
pursue a course in politics which 
would he sure to bring disaster If 
applied In business operations? 

If, for Instance, I have a superin¬ 
tendent In my factory who is success¬ 
ful In turning out work of a per¬ 
fectly satisfactory nature, jand I find 
myself prospering under hfi adminis¬ 
tration, what possible reason have I 
for making a change, even though 
some ambitious Individual may have 
a desire to occupy his position? In 
the same way why should a stAte or 
a nation depose a good man in the 
interest, or for the Bati&faclion, of a 
doubtful one? (No man not proven 
by time and experience can be other 
than doubtful.) 

This leads me to the question I 
; have in mind. Why should the state 
of •Massachusetts consider for one 
'moment either a change in its Gov¬ 
ernor or its senior senator? I mean 
Governor Draper and Senator Lodge. 

There Is no record in history where 
a more clean or level-headed admin¬ 
istration has been given than that of 
Governor Draper, so why make a 
change which cannot by any possibil¬ 
ity be otherwise than for the worse? 

Is any lightweight politician who 
chances to have ambition beyond his 
capacity of more consequence, or 
more worthy of consideration, than 
the welfare of the state? In a well- 
regulated business the able man 
would be kept until he died or old 
age, and I fail to see the difference 
in this situation. It is hard to im¬ 
prove on well enough, so, I say, keep 
him there as long as he continues to 
make good. 

Now about Senator Lodge. What 
is the objection to him? He has 
made good and secured for the state 
all that she is entitled to. He has 
done more. He has won the respect 
of his colleagues and of the world 
at large. He has demonstrated his 
ability to conduct difficult diplomatic 
cases in a way to secure the rights 
and uphold the dignity of our country 
as no other man could have done. He 
has been accused of being an aris¬ 
tocrat of the arlstocats, but could 
any of those aspiring to his position 
show records deserving of less seri¬ 
ous accusation®? 

I know of no place where a m&n 
of scholarly attainments and reason¬ 
able dignity Is more needed than In 
the United States Senate, and it 
would he well to carefully weigh the 
situation before entertaining any 'idea 
of making or penmtlting e change 
The Commonwealth which can boast 
of a WebBter, a Sumner and a Lodge 
should go slow In trusting its inter¬ 
ests and prestige in the hands of 
untried experimenters whose princi¬ 
pal recommendation is their propene- 
Ity to "Rush In where angels fear to 
tread.” Something besides ambition 
and effrontery are required to make 
a good senator. 

I have often heard It asserted that 
Lodge war cold-blooded and utterly 
lacking In those softer qualities wiilon 
make a lovable man. I think that in 
the past this may have been partially 
true, but I notice a marked difference 
In the man since I first met him, six 
or eight years ago. I see a great 
change In his attitude toward those 
.who meet him every day; a more cor¬ 
dial and friendly bearing, not con-1 
celvaible in the old days. I have re¬ 
marked on this to those who know 
him best, and have had my obesrva- 
tlons confirmed. But, after all, le a 
man sent to the Senate for his senti¬ 
mental qualities or for his ability to 
bring a splendid intellect to the con¬ 
sideration of the questions put to 
him? 

Senator Lodge Is an example dis¬ 
proving the definition of e statesman 
as "a politician who is dead.” He is 
a statesman who is very much alive, 
as all his associates gladly admit. It 
w'ould take 20 years for the best man 
In the state to win a reputation com¬ 
parable with that of Senator Ixxlg-e, 
so why deprive the state of his valu¬ 
able services while some amateur 
secures the experience to make him 
valuable? Why discharge a compe¬ 
tent superintendent and put the office 
'boy In his place, even though the boy 
is crying ever 60 hard for It. Be 
sensible and let well enough alone un¬ 
til there ie greater likelihood than at 
present for 'betterment before making 
a change. I would suggest that we 
let lx)dge keep the position he fills 
so ably until John W. Weeks is ready 
for It, as he le showing such splendid 
promise of becoming.

TAFT PRAISES WORK OF Y. M. C. A. 


Plans Outlined at White House. 


(From Boston Journal.) 

Washington, Oct.. 20.—Contributions 
of $1,000,000 for the world-wid© ex¬ 
pansion of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association, $540,000 of which was 
given by John D. Rockefeller, were 
announced today _at the conference 
of Young Men’s Christian Association 
workers In the East Room of the 
White House. President Taft ad¬ 
dressed the delegates and heartily in¬ 
dorsed the organiratIon. 

'Mr. Rockefeller’s gift, tendered on 
the oonditiNn that a like amount be 
raised, was met by contributions from 
many prominent laymeu interested in 
the movement, among them John 
Wanamaker, Cleveland 1L Dodge of 
New York, who pledged funds for two 
buildings in the Levant; S. W. Wood¬ 
ward of Washington, $35,000 for a 
building at Kobe, Japan; James 
&tok«a and ait unknown donor, $100,- 
000 for a building at 'Moboow; John 
Penman of I'aris, Out, $50,000 for a 
building at Hankow, Cblua; Johu W. 
Russ, for the Alout real Y. »M. C. A , 


$40,000 for a building at Canton, 
China; Dupont Clarke, Jr., fund* for 
a building at Bangalore, India, and 
oltlzene of Buffalo, $35,000 for build¬ 
ing at Tokyo. 

New Building from Wanamaker. 

Mr. Wanamaker offered to erect 
another building in China, besides 
five foreign association buildings al¬ 
ready given by him. 

The subject of the conference was 
extension of the movement into the 
Far East, the Near Rant and into 
Latin America. More than 200 lay¬ 
men from 21 etateB and Canada were 
present and were welcomed by Presi¬ 
dent Taft, who gave the expansion 
project his earnest approval and 
pledged to it his active support. 

Dr. John R. Mott, general secre¬ 
tary of the World’s Student Christian 
Federation, outlined a program for 
expansion of the movement.
